This figure 
is more than $11,000 higher than the 
figure for June, 1937.

He's a man that can remember 
when Albany was just a rolling wheat- 
field. That was 47 years ago. 

And he can remember when the 


future city of Albany. 

All this is on good authority ‘se, 
cause it came directly from one of; 
the city’s first citizens, Edward Hage- 
man, 907 Madison Street. He can’t 
be called the very first citizen because 
his father, Edward Hageman, Sr.,! 
came here a number of years before! 
and built the first building, a shanty 
near what is now known as Cordor-' 
nices Creek. | 
Standing in the garden of his hill-| 
side home, Hageman pointed across! 
the valley to the Berkeley hills. ma 
all those houses?” he said. “Well 
less than 30 years ago I used to Set 
rabbits and quail up there. Just try 
it now. I’d be arrested for disturb- 
ing the peace.” 

Then he went on to tell of the days 
when he could stand in the doorway 
of his house and count the buildings 





fingers. “That wasn’t so long ago 
either. But you couldn’t do it now,” 
he said. “Its the fastest growing com- 


munity I ever saw.” 


Starting to school about eight years 
before Albany’s first community build- 
ing, Millers Barn was in use as a 
school, Hageman attended the Berk- 
eley school at a spot where 7th and | 
Hearst intersect now, walking nearly 
all the way into town because the 
narrow-guage railway, at that time the 
only mode of transportation to Berk- 
eley from Ocean View, ‘hadn’t been 
extended entirely into the district. This 
old building was later to become a 
city warehouse. 

Soon after, the Columbus school 
was built but by now, instead of 
trudging through muddy streets to 
remote railway stations, Hageman was 
brought within easy distance of Berk~ 
eley by extension of the narrow- 
guage tracks into this district and 
This 
transportation was augmented by a 
local Southern Pacific train from Berk- 
eley to Berryman station on the hill, 
leaving but a short walk of about 
half-a-mile down to the city. 

Along about 1908, when the city 
of Ocean View as it was then called, 
began its phenomenal growth toward 
its present size, the Hageman’s felt 
that their little house in the flat was 
going to be inadequate for the city 
to come (Albany boasted of four 
houses at the time), so they purchased 
a piece of property on the side of 
Albany hill, then known as McKeev- 
er’s hill, built a house on it and 
settled down to become one of Al- 
bany’s oldest families. 

Besides Edward Hageman, members 
of the family still living in Albany in-
